constitutionnl privilege and that it eannot
replaee or supply one, at least unless It is so
broad as to heve the same extent and geope.”
But 1t is equally clear that Justice Blatoh-
ford, who delivered the opinion, had no in-
tention to extend the the Jfifth
amendment guarantee boyond the mere legal
congequences of an admission of guilt,. He
EOUS on to say that “no statute which leaves
the party or wliness stubjoet to prosecution
after he answers the criminating question
put to lim ean have the effeet of supplanting
the privilege conferred by the constitution of
the United Btates,” and that the then exlst-
Ing law did not supply that complete protoc-
tion. But when he soys that “in view of the
constitutional provision, a statutory enact-
ment, to be vallid, must afford absolute im-
munity agalnst future prosecutions for the
offense to whleh the question relates,” he
intimates that a valld enactment is both pos-
sible and constliintlonal. Congress acted
upon this hint when It amended the law to
obviate the defect that had been pointed out.
The supreme court may finally agreo with
Juldge Grosscup, bul the dictum In the Coun-
selman caso is plainly opposed to him. It is
to be hoped that some way miy be devised
to bring the question before the supreme
court, In the meanwhile the rallways will

Low ns was tlwv percentage of fmports and
oxports carried in American vessels In 1802,
s0 low as to give foundation to a bellef that
no lower point could be reached, there was
an actual decreage In 1893, and 12,2 per cent
must be recorded ag the lowest point our
relative  parvticipation In this Industry has
yot touehed.’ There s every reason to
expect that the record for 1804 will show a
still further decline, all the ceonditions con-
tributing to such a result. This situntion
presents two facts which ought to be suffi-
clent to awnken a vigorous public sentiment
In favor of leglslation that will enable the
United States to regain ite former position
in the foreign carrying trade. One of these
Is that our people are annually paying to
foreign shipowners, nccording to conmerva-
tive estimates, more than $200,000,000, nearly
the whole of which goes abrond, for these
shipowners spend as llttle money as possible
in this country. This is a heavy drain and
it will steadily” Incrense with the growth of
our forelgn commerce. The other fact is
that go long ns we are dopendent on forelgn
shipowners for earrying on trade with the
rest of the world we will be at a greater
or less disadvantage wherever wo come Into
commercial rivalry with Iﬂurnpenn couns-
tries, This Is consplouously the case In re-
gard to the South American trade. A great
commercial nation llke the United States
should possess ample facilities of its own for
the expeditions transportation of its pro-
duects, and this country will never attaln
that position in the markets of the world
which 8 posgible until it has a merchant
wmaring equal to every demand.
